The horschidc cover of a base- 


ball is from A to J£ of an inch in

When it dries, it pulls up snug and 
tight over the ball. 
There arc 232 stitches, all taken 


by hand, in a big league ball.

Qyster shells are lined with -a 
smooth coating of Mother of pearl 


called nacre. Layer by layer the 
oyster 
builds 
tt 
up. 
When 


foreign ^substance 
enters 
the 
oyster's tissue, the little animal 
stops the irritation by surrounding 
the object with a coattny of nacre, 
or perhaps several coats so that it 
can do him no injury. These pro- 
tective.balls of pearl are what are 
taken from the oyster to he ttsed 
as jewels. 


Sometimes small sharp pieces of 


nacre are purposely inserted ,by 
owners of oyster beds into 
the 


three year old animals, then two 
years later when they arc taken 
from the water, each one contains 
a big, lustrous pearL 


Of all the pearl fisheries, those 


near Ceylon in India are the great- 
est Stories say that the wonderful 
pearls King Solomon had came 
from Ceylon. 
The pearls Cleo- 


patra dissolved and drank came also 
from there. 


Diving for pearls is a regular busi- 
ness of Ceylon, employing a, great 
many workers. Each oyster boa*, 
usually has five divers. They go 
down repeatedly, each time taking 
a basket fastened to a rope on the 
boat. When the diver reaches the 
bottom he scoops up the shells'with 
his basket.. The dangers of such 
an occupation are not trivial Some- 
times th* men are stung by jelly- 
fishes. Again they may stay down 
too long, and. overestimating their 
ability to go without breath, will 
be brought up dead. The diver* 
hold their noses when they descend. 
An Arab can stay under 
from 


eighty to ninety seconds, but a. Ta- 
mil diver usually not so long. 


A pearl diver's pay consists in 


his getting one-third of the oysters 
he brings up. Then he may hunt 
through them for the prizes and 
by selling the pearls, make fats wa- 
ges. The day's catch on an oyster 
boat is taken to a rotting ground 
where the oysters lie in piles for 
a week or^so and are allowed to 
decay before the peerls are picked 
out. 


The pearls that are gathered vary 


greatly in siie and shape. They 
arc -sorted by being sifted through 
holes in little pans that look like 
ashtrays.

MARRIED WOMEN WAGE EARNERS 


CONSTITUTE AN INDUSTRIAL PUZZLE 


A new problem confronting American industry is that of the 


married women. A bulletin issued by the department of labor 
shows that there arc nearly two million married "women gain- 
fully employed in t!:c United States and that the gainful em- 
ployment of married women is increasing. In U)20 less than 
five.of every hundred married women were gainfully employed. 


This increase in proportion represents a tremendous increase 


in actual numbers from about ;"J15,000 in 1890 to nearly two mil- 
lion in 1920 with a tremendous increase since 1920. Their employ- 
ment has increased forty per cent during the last ten years. 
Large numbers of married women are found to be employed 
in most of the industries studied by the agents of the department 
of labor. 


This survey did not include'the millions of American women 


identified with the agricultural life of America. Perhaps the 
wives and daughters of farmers, who work early and late, are 
not gainfully employed. That is, they arc not paid regular 
wages. This bulletin of the federal department of labor deals 
with married women who arc wage earners in the industries of 
tlic nation. 
^ 


Now why shouldn't tlic women away down on the farm who 


help to produce the cotton crop of America be counted by tlte 
department of labor as among those gainfully employed? Jte- 
pardless o£ all this, two million five hundred thousand married 
women engaged as wage earners in the industries of America 
constitute an industrial puzzle." 


According to the labor department the solution lies in mak* 


ing: it possible for men to support their families. This is one 
ot the reasons why the labor organizations oE America for more 
than thirty years have clamored for restrictive Jaws and unless 
the signs are misleading they arc going to win their demand. 


There arc any number of national lawmakers who are ready 


to vote to shut out all aliens for a period o£ five years arid a 
vast majority of the members of the house have voted for the 
drastic restrictions or clauses of the Johnson bill which is now 
pending in the senate.
